heard from

Arnold, chief of the army air corps, 
that his corps' current expansion 
would provide adequate aerial de- 
fense for the United States, despite 
superiority of some German war 
planes. 


All this country needs do, Arnold 


testified, is to build pursuit ships 
which can fly faster than any for- 
eign bombers. And that is being 
done, he added. 


The committee sent to the house 


for consideration, probably next 
week, a measure appropriating $14,- 
250,000 for the educational, 
or 


sample, orders, $27,000,000 for Pan- 
ama and $251,445,547 for 2,290 new 
planes and new housing facilities. 


1,007 Needed At Once 


Although it recommended ap- 


propriation of $120.000,000 for the 
new aircraft, the committee sug- 
gested that only 1,007 were actual- 
ly needed immediately. 


"While the committee is propos- 


ing to underwrite the budget esti- 
mate (of $120.000,000) for the pro- 
curement of planes," the report said 
"it has joined to the appropriation a 
provision making the procurement 
of 1,283 planes subject to the pres- 
ident's determination of their im- 
mediate need in the interest of na- 
tional defense." 


President Roosevelt twice has rec- 


ommended the full program and 
there appeared little doubt that he 
would authorize use of the entire 
fund. 


The bill calls for 2^90 regular 


army ^ planes jand 177 forjthe na- 
tional " guard. These, plus service- 
able^ planes on hand or on order 
and plus 784 planes the regular war 
department appropriation bill pro- 
vided for, would provide a total of 
5,500 planes by July, 1941.

Speaking from the pulpit of the 


Sacred Heart church in preface to a 
Sunday mass. Bishop O'Hara ad- 
dressed himself o a statement by 
James A. Colescott, new imperial 
wizard of the hooded order, that it 
would promote "the interest of the 
native-born, white. Protestant, gen- 
tile population, of America." 


Declaring "it is a pity this sort of 


thing has started up again." Bishop 
O'Hara cited "certain rumors .... 
which I believe are substantiated, 
that anti-Catholic literature is be- 
ing distributed (here) and that the 
K.K.K. has practically proclaimed 
through its newly-elected head that 
there is no room in Georgia or 
America for Catholics." 


The bishop asserted "the prin- 


ciples and motives underlying any 
movement that would turn one 
group of citizens against another 
because of religion, race or creed 
are in violation of the most elemen- 
tary laws of Christian charity."

morale, will have departed."

Recent conflicts in Europe, the Far 
East and Africa bear witness to the 
fact that the individual soldier re- 
mains the controlling factor."

He explained that mobil- 
ity of armaments, was essential to

New York—Mr. Hitler's assurance that there will be no war this sum- 


mer is subject- to the usual 100 per cent discount, but even if he docs 
mean it nevertheless the war must come, because the British and French 
can't go on forever in a state of alarm and mobilization under their kind 
of economy. They can't go on, and they don't dare calm down and 


demobilize, knowing that the instant they do Hitler 
and Mussolini will again threaten to shoot up the 
place. 


The British and French have stalled for time and 


paid for it in prestige and ignominy in order to build 
muscle for the fight, but when they feel that they arc 
right they will have to draw Hitler Into a lead and 
go to it, provided he doesn't jump them in the mean- 
time. Otherwise they will go broke trying to stay 
up in the competition because they are still endea- 
voring to do business under the old-fashioned rules 
of economy, whereas Hitler and Mussolini can and 
do use soap wrappers, tobacco tags and clam, shells 
for money, within their own countries and between 


Pegler 
the two. 


Moreover, when the dictators want 100,000 to build a new line of forts 


they can just reach out and grab them and pay them whatever they 
please, even in their funny money; whereas when the British and French 
want to do a little of the same they have to wheedle, debate, plead, 
apologize, compromise, placate the labor unions and make elaborate 
gestures to the human rights of the 
individuals who are respectfully 
requested to do the work. 


This sort of thing can't go on in- 


definitely in the civilized nations, 
and there is no hope that Hitler 
and Mussolini ever will agree to 
put the guns back in the racks and 
permit Britain and France to do 
the same. There will come a time 
and a point at which they will be- 
gin to feint Hitler out in the con- 
viction that he will never b'e any 
weaker or they any stronger. They 
may even have to make him fight. 


This country's role in the brawl, 


should it start before the next elec- 
tion, is fairly clear regardless of 
the sentiment against' foreign ^ 
tanglements, and for that rea'son 
Hitler's hand is plainly to be seen 
in the current 
commotion, par- 


ticularly the, anti-Semitic cam- 
paign, in the United States. Such 
agitation never was a serious issue 
in this • country until Hitler saw 
that 
the 
American government 


didn't like him and was of a mind 
to throw in with measures "short 
of war", but stronger than words 
on the side of his enemies. He 
then turned on the heat here 
through his seditious anti-American 
bund and the native fellow-travel- 
ers, and the American nation is now 
experiencing in a minor way the 
sort of political invasion of its 
domestic affairs that was promot- 
ed in Austria and Czechoslovakia 
by agents under orders from Ber- 
lin. It is strong poison and has 
killed two countries.

Position of America 


If Hitler waits until next election 


thanks, in some part, to the Ger- 
man interference in American af- 
fairs—and the next administration 
might be of a mind to back-track 
along the course of the president's 
outspoken enmity for the brutali- 
larians. In that case Britain and 


France would be deprived of valu- 
able cooperation, if not an active 
ally in the war, and this result, ob- 
viously, would be well worth the 
expense of the propaganda cam- 
paign now being conducted in the 
United States. 


It is a strange thing that any 


American professing to be a patriot 
who resents the bolshevism of Jo- 
sef Stalin and the conspiracies of 
his agents here should at the same 
time admire Hitler's bolshevism 
and find patriotic excuses—indeed, 
motives of patriotism—for aiding 
agents of Hitler who don't even 
trouble to conceal their mission, 
but it is the American's sacred 
right to be goofy even to a point 
close to traitorism. In Austria, Hit- 
ler assimilated one chancellor and 
buried another alive. There is no 
telling how far he would go here. 


I stop short of predicting the out- 


come of this war, but it seems to 
me to be a definite item of business 
in the future of Europe, because the 
British and French aren't arming 
just to march in parades; they are 
getting muscled up to lick some- 
body.

Jose Galilia was condemned to death 


at Santander, Spain. 
The garrote was 


designated to extinguish his life instead 
of the firing squad, as sometimes the 
noose is substituted for the bullet, to em- 
phasize the atrocity of the condemned's 
crimes, to give a shrill and humiliating 
touch to an execution, as though death 
itself were not enough. 


Galilia was convicted of creating what 


might be called a private investigation 
tribunal behind the Loyalist lines during 
the recent revolution. His confession es- 
timates that his tribunal did away with 
3500 people of whom he personally dis- 
patched "about 800." 


We hope that in due time we may have 


reliable and authentic records concern- 
ing what transpired behind the lines dur- 
ing the course of the Spanish war. One 
of the disadvantages during the Russian 
revolution was that so few people could 
•srrha that adequate records were not 
zsaintalsed whereas in the Red revolution 
is France of 1783 the diaries kept by 
•fecrsasds were afterwards written into 
oz-e volume that apparently taught the 
French, ration a lesson it will never- for- 
get But Galilia and his personal tribu- 
rs3, -Riiether the poor, mad brute realized 
it or not, followed an old, weather beat- 
en road, quite the same in every re- 
spect upon which all apostles of hatred 
have held forth. 


Galilia represented merely the mad- 


ness that dwells in the hearts of some 
men and seeks a way out, an opportunity 
to go to work in earnest. It is a mix- 
ture of rage "and blindness, of black 
terror and yellow fear. - 


Why do we spend so many hours 


studying ants, mice and other creatures 
to note their mass madness through which 
they destroy themselves by the million 
when we could to more profit study the 
same phenomenon in man? For each one 
who becomes enrapt in the really fan- 
tastic madness of class or race or reli- 
gious intolerance, especially 
after 
the 


gates are down, the blood is let, and 
plaudits openly greet the assassins, be- 
comes a blind brute force following other 
blind brute forces and all bent toward a 
fatal objective that is the grave, though 
most of them became exhausted from the 
shock upon their own nerve centers of 
their furious acts long before they arrive. 


But whether history be dark and bru- 


tal is not the proposition. It must be as 
truthful as we can make it. History must 
never turn away from corpses because 
in their distorted horror they are revolt- 
ing. It may find a priceless treasure in 
studying the acts and ideas that brought 
the eternal calm. 


The world owes Spain close attention 


and Spain owes the world the truth. We 
expect the tale to be filled with pitchy 
blackness, with thunder clouds and tumult 
all lighted with the jagged fire that cov- 
ers all wi;h a tinge of bloody red, but 
the search is to be made ever a field that 
may hold countless diamond mines for 
the human race. If the proper study 
of mankind be man we must always be 
interested in the abrupt and crazy con- 
duct of men as they grab power even 
though it follow immediately upon the 
raost serene promises of sweet brother- 
hood. 


Galilia is not the only miscreant. He 


may be but a minor rascal Those who 
coin lecherous falsehoods and spread them 
about against innocent people, dastardly 
stories of monstrous acts of crime and 
immorality, these arc the van of every 
private investigating tnbrnal such as that 
of Galilia and every murderous purpose. 
For people do not slaughter nor condone 
such butcher:,' unless thc:r jrJads are poi- 
soned by such a conglomeration and wel- 
ter of hideous talcs .-,<: rwt rr.afcc even 
Satan roar.

And these con- 
stitutional provisions have been written 
to stop the occurrence of just what has 
been happening in America during the 
last six years—a high flown name, "with 
noble purposes" doing the people and the 
country grievous harm because of inep- 
titude and inexperience.

GENTLE WITH THE KILLERS 


William Burkitt, 51 years of age, was 


recently convicted of manslaughter at 
Leeds, England, by a jury. Burkitt did 
not take the stand himself. He stood on 
his rights. A charge of murder had been 
entered against him for killing a woman 
with whom he had lived. 


But when he stood up to receive his 


sentence the judge said: 


"The jury took a merciful view of 


your crime. They did not know what 
you knew and what I know. They 
were not allowed to know that this 
was the third time you had stood in 
the dock on the charge of murder 
and that each time it had been the 
murder of a woman with whom you 
had been living. Each- time the jury 
took a merciful view. You had only 
been out from your last 
sentence 


since August, 1935." 
The comments of the judge tell the 


whole story. The jury must be blind- 
folded in important particulars although 
entrusted with the heavy burden of de- 
termining guilt. But the judge before he 
passes sentence may inform himself of the 
record of the accused in order to pass the 
most appropriate judgment.

English Journalists Ask What 
America Would Do About War

Washington—Personal memo on royal visit: 


. Some of the British journalists accompanying the king and queen have 
been inquiring among their American colleagues on two points. First, 
what will the United States do if Britain goes to war? That is the ques- 
tion uppermost in their minds. Second, they ask why the Washington 


crowds were not more demonstrative. 


The crowds were large, perhaps equalling or ex- 


ceeding any in the capital's history. Interest in see- 
ing the royal visitors was intense. Thousands of 
persons suffered acute discomfort and some physical 
collapse, enduring the most oppressive heat in or- 
der to catch a fleeting glimpse of the royal visitors. 
Washington crowds are not particularly demonstra- 
tive. 
The oral reception for their majesties was 


about what an experienced Washington newspaper 
reporter would expect under the 
circumstances. 


There was no element of conscious restraint and 
certainly no frost. 


I doubt if the average spectator standing along the 


streets had any thoughts about the visitors other than

Dramatic language is pick- 
ed up quickly, It is unusual: it is 
spoken with vigor, with strong 
dramatic effect, and the listening 
child snatches it up at once. 


Dramatic behavior has the same 


appeal to the little cliild. An un- 
usual action such as punching 
someone on the nose, appeals to a 


little child. The dramatic action 
meets his understanding at once; 
his mind-level is very close to that 
of the puncher's so the two minds 
meet swiftly and easily. Anything 
that is loud, crude, unusual and 
dramatic is certain to be imitated 
by the watching, listening child. 


When he brings home some unde- 


sirable language, behavior, or atti- 
tures, try to bear it and ignore it. 
If it is too much try ».o remove him 
from the influence of his model 
without causing resistance. Talk as 
little as possible. Talking, excite- 
ment or dramatics on your part 
will only heighten his interest in 
all such behavior and cause him to 
imitate it more than ever. Try to he 
calm and wise and patient. The 
phase passes, but it is awful while 
it lasts. Our chief hope lies in the 
fact that home and home back- 
ground always win out in the end. 
Imitation works there, too.

and eaten in Europe for more 'than 
2,000 years. Our name for 
them 


grew out of old Anglo-Saxon words 
meaning "hay-berries." It is believ- 
ed 
Anglo-Saxon 
farmers 
often 


found berries growing wild under 
hay which they had cut down, and 
this probably .explains the name. 


On our continent the wild straw- 


berry was known to some Indian 
tribes. They seem to have prized 
the berries for food. 


Iroquois Indians declared: "Thn 


road to the Happy Hunting Grounds 
is covered with strawberries. When 
a man dies and is on his way to the 
Happy Hunting Grounds, he stoops 
down and picks the berries." 


Like wheat, oats and other grains,* 


and like many kinds of berries, 
strawberries were found in a wild 
state and then were "tamed." Care 
on the part of growers has brought 
us crops of large, juicy berries. Al- 
though tame strawberries are larg- 
er than wild ones, I never have 
found any so sweet as wild ones I 
have picked. 


Ninety years ago, the yearly crop 


of strawberries in North America 
amounted to about 40,000 bushels. 
Today our continent produces mil- 
lions of bushels each year. Straw- 
berry growing has become an im- 
portant industry in many places.

This boost was to help ac- 
cumulate a full insurance reserve 
to back up pensions.
